Something in the. nature of a mild 
sensation was sprung on the city coun- 
cil yesterday evening when n letter 
was rend from ex-Alderuiau J. Stuart 
Van's, alleging that the Oaruegie Mr 
urary building now in course of erec- 
tion on Yates street was being con- 
structed differently than is stipulated in 
the specifications, and urging that an 
investigation be held. In the main Mr. 
1'ntes' charges were in the nature of 
pointing out technical faults which had 
been discovered by investigation by 
some one well Informed as to how 
buildings should be constructed. Tin; 
letter is as follows: 

Gentlemen — I have been Informed on 
good authority that the contractor of the 
Carnegie Library building Is not carrying 
nut his contract according to the plans 
and specifications, ana I think it right to 
let you know the fact In order that you 
may ascertain how far such Is the ease. 

I will mention some of the particulars 
given to me, wherein the building, so far 
as It Is at present erected, varies from 
the plans and specifications: 

I. The bases to the' main entrnnce should 
he in one stone, showing no joints. They 
are not SO III (he building. 

'2. The dins above bases to main en- 
trance are also sbovru to he in one stone. 
They are In two or more in the building. 

8. The caps at the same place are filso 
to be in one stone; but they are not so in 
the building. 

4. The caps to the lirst storey windows 
should he clean-faced between mouldings; 
whereas they are simply rock-faced. 

5. One course of ashlar over first storey 
lintels should be tooled; instead of which 
It is rock-faced. 

ti. In the cornice over main entrance, un- 
der the columns, each stone should run 
lour through under sill in one piece; In- 
stead of so doing, the stones only run a 
small part of the way. The balance will 
probably he covered with tin or copper. 

7. The wull of the stock room should 
have alternate courses clean cut; but In- 
stead all courses nre rock-faced. 

i>. The moulded coping of the stock room 
has been dispensed with entirely, and a 
simple plain course has been substituted 
therefor, 

!>. In the basement walls, concrete has 
(1 believe with your consent and approval) 
been substituted for the rubble walls, and 
that (If proper concrete Is made) la pos- 
sibly an improvement; but I am Informed 
that the concrete was tilled In with large 
pieces of trap rock, instead of small rock 
and gravel. Moreover, this class of work 
(concrete) has been carried up to the high- 
est grade line on a level, leaving the same 
height of gravel nil round. The plans 
show Unit there should be about li feet 3 
Inches of granite In front, and Increasing 
as the wall runs back to the rear to about 
four feet. And this amount is shown to 
he built In two and three courses; where- 
as In the building there Is simply one 
course of granite of about two feet. 

10. As yet there are no granite sills li- 
the basement windows (SO in number), nor 
does there appear to be any preparation 
for having them put In. 

II. la some parts of the upper storey 
the ashlar (I am told) Is only plain chiseled 
Instead of being tooled. 

I have had the plans ami specifications 
placed before a practical man, and had 
him to estimate the cost of doing the 
work us It ought to have been done and 
as it Is done, and his estimate shows a 
saving to the contractor of an amount ! 
-■■lightly over one thousand dollars. ] 

This amount 1 do not think should heal- 1 
lowed to go Into the contractor's pocket, I 
for lie lias not done the work specified, It 
should be saved either to the public by 
making him made good the work omitted, 
or by making n deduction from his contract 

price — or to Mr. Carnegie, If tl ost ot 

the building docs not reach the amount 
of ids donation. 

It frequently happens In the erection of 
A building Unit certain deductions from 
the work specified ore allowed to be offset 
against any extras tbul may In- made, 
und It may be that some of these altera- 
tions may have' been so allowed. But In 
view nf the large amount of work eliminat- 
ed from the stonework contract alone, i' 
think It behooves the council to examine I 
very carefully into any extras which may | 
have arisen or may yet arise before the 
building is completed.

ANOTHER APPALLING 

MARINE DISASTER 



A Crowded Emigrant Ship Crashes on Lone Pile of Rocks in the 
Atlantic and Nearly Seven Hundred Find 
Watery Graves. 



Grimsby, Eng.. July 4.— A lone pile 
of granite rising sheer out of the At- 
lantic 21)0 miles from the pcottisU 
mainland, is now ti monument to almost 
seven hundred dead. The bodies wash 
'against the rocks or lie in the ocean 
bed ut its base. Nearby, hidden by 
the water, is the Scandinnvian-Aujeri- 
ca.il liner Norge, which was carrying 
eight hundred Danes, Norwegians, 
Swedes and Finns to join relatives or 
friends in America. Of these only about 
I'M were saved. No tragedy lias hud 
more appalling consequences and none 
has occurred in ti shorter time. The 
passengers were suddenly aroused from 
their .sleep, terrified by the contact of 
the bow of the sjhip with the solid 
granite, followed by a grinding, rasping 
sound us if the hull was being shoved 
Over huge rocks. Then silence as the 
clanging bells brought the engines to a 
stop. Those of the passengers who 
were standing at the time the steamer 
struck the rock, were thrown against 
'the- bulkheads or on the decks and had 
not recovered their feet when a stentor- 
ian voice gave the terrifying order: "All 
hands on deck; hurry, or you may sink." 
Immediately there was a rush "for the 
narrow companion-ways, and men, wo- 
men and children pushed and struggled 
and made every effort to reach the 
deck where the boats swung from the 
davits. Many persons, retaining their 
presence of mind, seized life preservers, 
only (o find, in some instances, that the 
Strings were rotten and that they could 
not be quickly put around their bodies. 
Those who readied the decks saw the 
hose of the Norge pinned directlyi 
'against the rocks. It remained .there 
only a few minutes, for (.'apt. Gundell, 
'who had immediately gone to the bridge, 
gave the order to the engineers to re- 
Verse the engines. Some men of the 
engine force had relatives among the 
passengers, and after seeing them safely 
to the boats, they heroically returned 
'to their stations below. Slowly the 
'ship backed oil, and as she gained way 
it was found that water was pouring 
into her hold. This announcement, 
'which was called out in Scandinavian, 
added to the agony. The passengers 
who were piled in the boats were the 
•fortunate ones who were to escape, 
while the unfortunates, who saw death 
'near, clustered in seething, struggling 
'masses, some on their knees praying, 
surrounded by children; others suppli- 
cating aid from anyone and shrieking 
for permission to miter the boats, elbow- 
ing, lighting their way to the places 
from which the boats were being low- 
ered. The soimd of grinding ceased 
and the bow of the Norge yawned. As 
"the steamer returned to deep water, 
'the sea rushed hungrily into the huge 
"rents made by the rocks in the iron 
hull. Swiftly the vessel began to sink I 
"by the bows. 

' Without waiting for orders, without ! 
paying attention to their proper man- I 
ning, the occupants began to lower the • 
bouts. The starboard lifeboats begun 
slowly to fall, when, to the horror of : 
those on board, the stern tackle failed 
'while the bow tackle ran freely. Soon 
'the boat was almost perpendicular, 
those who were in it clung desperate- 
ly to the sides of the seats until a 
great wave came towering along and 
'struck the boat, smashing it against 
the side of the ship; the occupants of 
the boat who were not killed by the 
'impact, were thrown into the water. 
'The crew and passengers on dock had 
time to spare to assist the few 
had a chance to escape, and all 
'were lost. Undeterred by the oxperi- 
'ence of the first bout, a second, loaded 
principally with women and children, I 
was lowered. This time the tackle rail 
'smoothly, but tin! hopes of escape of 
the passengers on board were again 
■blasted. The moment it touched the 
'water waves picked up the small craft 
'as if it iiad been a feather and dashed 
it against the side of the ship in spite 
•of the frantic efforts of the passengers 
to fend it off. The crash was heard 
on deck. Tiien the sea swallowed more 
'victims and pieces of wreckage slowly 
drifted towards the nod;. 
The upper deck of the Norge at the

time of the disaster to the second boat 
was only a few feet from the water, 
•and it was apparent to everyone that 
'only a few minutes more and she would 
'plunge beneath the waves. In the final 
'crisis those who were able to remember 
clearly what happened, say that the 
'shrieks and sobs died away and that 
the quiet was only broken by the curses 
'of some men whose fear found vent in 
'blasphemy. Suddenly one man threw 
'himself overboard, and another follow- 
ed his example. Still another jumped 
luto the water, and soon a round hnn- 
'dred of persons were struggling in the 
sea, having preferred deatli in the open 
than to being submerged with the ship. 
'Others determined to stand by the ship, 
hoping against hope that she would re- 
main afloat 

' Three boats, it Is known, success- 
fully reached the sea, the passengers 
frantically pulling away from the doom- 
'ed ship, passing by poor wretches who 
were still afloat, and who vainly begged 
Vo be takeil on board, while from the 
'ship came long, despairing cries. The 
'women in the boat which reached 
Grimsby hid their eyes, but the men 
who were sitting facing the Norge say 
"they saw the captain still on the bridge 
fend the passengers on deck in atti- 
tudes of resignation. While they look- 
led the Norge plunged [forward, her 
stern shot up in the air and site disap- 
peared. The swimmers in the vicinity 
'of the ship were drawn into the vortex, 
around which they swirled like chips in 
the maelstrom. But twelve minutes 
'elapsed from the time the ship struck 
until she sank. 

1 A tine Scotch mist, which was falling 
at the time, shut out the other survivors 
'from the view of those who were 
•brought to Grimsby; The latter, so 
soon as their boat was clear of t lie 
scenes of the wreck, devoted themselves 
to thoughts of their own safety. A 
'jacket was tied to an oar. which was 
in turn fastened to the bow of the 
■boat, and a sailor took charge. Men 
'and women were put to work keeping 
the boat atloat as a hole had been stove 
'in her bow when it was lowered from 
the ship. An examination of the water 
Cask showed that it did not contain a 
drop of water. There were some bis- 
cuits, however, and these were eaten 
by the shipwrecked people during the 
twenty-four hours from the time the 
ship struck, at 7 a.m. Juno 28, until 
they were picked up by the Grimsby 
trawler Sylvia. 

■ "And we, who sat horror-stricken in 
that small bout, avoiding as much as 
{possible the heavy seas because we 
were afraid we would sink," said Larru 
Christina Pederson, of Copenhagen, 
Nvho is on her way to join her cousin, 
Cloliii Schrocder, at Chicago, "were 
flnncing and singing to the music of 
guitars and violins the night before 
on the promenade deck of the Norge. 
'But in that small boat, not knowing 
What would be our fate, with the mem- | 
'ory of the horrible scenes on the steam- ! 
'or, we could do nothing more than pray 
miserably for the succor and help that 
fame." I 
1 "I was o!i the bridge looking at the ' 
tnen gathering in the seine," said Henry | 
plover, second engineer of the Sylvia.

'"Is that a buoy out of place? I asked 1 
■the cnok, who was with me on deck."! 
" 'You don't see no buoy,' lie answered. 
' "I went below and gol my glasses. | 
'It's m small boat, 1 said, and they have j 
'got a jacket flying at the bow. They've j 
been shipwrecked, We told the captain ; 
and he immediately told us to go ahead 
'and we picked them up. They were 
'a terrible sight. Men and women, in- 
'sufficiently clothed and so cramped that 
'they could hardly come on board. We| 
'could not start immediately, for we had j 
'our nets out, but as soon as they were 
•stowed in wo went directly to where 
'the Norge went down. There was no 
'truce of the ship, but washing in the 
'water back of the rocks were the bodies 
'nf more than a hundred men. women 
'ami children. Mv God, little children." 
1 Karl Mathiseon. the Danish sailor 
who assumed command of the boat 
'brought to Grimsby, only joined the 
Norge at Copenhagen just: before she 
'sailed for New York. He said he knew 



nothing about the ship's arrangements 
"in case of collision or fire. He hud 
"never been instructed in fire drill and 
did not understand what it meant. He 
'was on deck when the vessel struck, 
'but did not know until he heard tho 
'captain shouting the order to man tho 
boats that the damage was great. 
'JIathieson said to the reporter of the 
'Associated Tress : "1 worked with the 
third mate and followed him to tho 
'different boats. The first we attempted 
to lower fouled her tackle, keeping her 
stern lixed while her bows fell and 
shot the occupants into the water. A 
'heavy sea washed the boat against tho 
'ship's side. We went to another, a 
'crowd of shrieking women and children 
'following. The launching operations 
'were not conducted simultaneously, the 
'officers and crew going from one to 
'another. Had men been set to work 
'at each boat many would have been 
saved. Some of the crew were worse 
than the passengers, and but for the 
^officers would have put oil' in tho boats 
themselves. They were driven back by 
lieing threatened with death unless, 
they obeyed orders. The captain never 
left the bridge, but he shouted so many 
orders that the crew did not know 
'what to do. Therefore, i stuck to the 
'third mate. Together we jumped into 
a small boat just before the vessel went 
'down, but we did not think so many 
'were left behind as appeared on the 
ship when the Norge went down. Those 
"who put' out were chiefly women and 
'children. 1 sum- the other boats, one a 
big lifeboat easily carrying GO persons 
'and the other a small boat, carrying 
possibly 40. No other boats got away." 

Though there were eight hundred on 
board, many deeds of heroism shone 
brightly through the pall of disaster. 
That of Jas. Peter Janson, who has 
relatives in Brooklyn, is told with ad- 
miration by the survivors. Ho was one 
of the engineers of the Norge. When 
tli<; ship struck be learned the extent 
of the damage and went below to find 
his relations and told them and those 
nearby to go at once to the upper deck. 
He accompanied them to the boats and 
saw them safely on board. He was 
urged to join them, but said he must 
remain in the engine-room and shouted 
a farewell to his friends. 

Some of the male passengers, without 
ti thought of self, placed women and 
children in the boats, preferring to re- 
main behind rather than take advant- 
age of their strength. The mate of 
the Norge who left the ship iu the boat 
which arrived here, seeing that it was 
overcrowded, leaped into the water for 
the purpose of swimming to a second 
boat not far away. He had only gone 
a short distance when, weighed down 
by his clothing, his strength gave out 
and be sank. The crew of the Norge 
appear to have behaved well after the 
first panic, when it is said the officers 
were compelled to drive them back from 
the boats. But there, apparently, was 
no discipline, the orders which the cap- 
tain shouted from the bridge being mis- 
interpreted or unheard. So far as the 
survivors here remember, there was no 
systematic distribution of people to the 
boats, which were not adequately man- 
nod. No attempt was made by any of 
the survivors to save property. There 
was no time to make preparation. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press made careful inquiry to discover 
why the Norge was so far oft' her 
course. Rockhnll reef is known to 
every sailor on the North Atlantic ami 
is marked plainly on the charts. A 
strong current swept in its direction, 
and. it is presumed, owing to absence 
of definite knowledge, that the current 
drew the Norge to her grave, that a 
heavy mist prevented lookouts from 
seeing the danger and that there was 
no thought of Rockhal] reef until the 
ship struck and the cut 'ain called out 
that they If ' struck this terror of 
northern navigation. 

Those survivors wishing to continue 
their journey to America will be sent 
forward via Liverpool tonight, while 
those who refused to go further, to- 
gether with the sailor Mathieson, have 
left Grimsby liv steamer direct for 
Ilisbjerg. Denmark.

Japanese army, and a collision between 
them is not regarded as unlikely. 

The admiralty here has no news of 
tlie sea light nil fort Arthur on .Mon- 
day last, reported by Admiral Togo, and 
is not inclined to believe it. The under- 
standing is that the Russian warships 
are still at Port Arthur. 

The outcome of the naval engage- 
ments otf I'ort Arthur and Tsu island 
is monopolizing public interest.

Stornoway, Scotland, July 4.— Thirty- 
two survivors of the Danish steamer 
Norge were landed here today by the 
British steamer Beiwoua. Seventy sur- 
vivors were also taken off the German 
steamer Energie. They were all in u 
pitiful condition. Many were taken to 
the hospital and most of them bad to 
be carried ashore. 

Among those on board the Energie 
'was Capt. Gundell, of the Norge. Ho 
said : "All went well until about 7:45 
o'clock last Tuesday. When about 
one-quarter mile south of Rockhall, 1 
felt the steamer strike heavily on a 
rock. There was a gentle breeze blow- 
ing from the south with a cloudy sky. 
I was on the bridge with Chief Officer 
Carpenter. Soundings were taken, and 
it 'was reported there were live feet of 
•water in the forward hold. Orders 
were given to commence pumping and 
also to the passengers to put on life- 
'belts and get ready to get into the 
boats, which were ordered to be put out. 

"The crew worked nobly under the 
leadership of the chief otllcer. Seven 
boats got safely away, the life rafts 
'were cut adrift and the steamer went 
down by the board. The chief ollleer 
told me she was sinking and I told him 
'to jump overboard, which he did, I 
did not see him again. 

"I went down with the steamer. My 
right leg got jammed between two 
stanchions and was very much injured. 
'When I rose to the burface I noticed 
a number of bodies floating. The Norge 
'was atloat only twenty minutes after 
striking. 

"1 swam for nbout twenty minutes 
and 1 ran across the second engineer, 
'Bruu, who is a good swimmer. We 
kept company for about an hour and 
a half, when we noticed a sail some 
•distance oft", and we both made for it. 
Both of us were taken on board quite 
exhausted. We found that it was life- 
boat No. 1. It was crowded and under 
the charge of Able Seaman Peter Olson. 

"After recovering a little, 1 took 
'charge of the boat and the provisions, 
Iwhich consisted of only a box with 
bread and two casks of water. The 
boat was steered for St. Kilda, 150 
•miles distant. On Saturday morning 
•we saw a large schooner-rigged steamer 
'about four miles distant. We put up 
•a blanket on an oar, but the steamer 
passed on without taking any notice of 
us. 

"On Sunday morning a bark passed 
sonic distance oft', but with the same 
result. About 111 o'clock .Sunday land 
•was sighted and tlie drooping spirits 
'were revived. 

"Sometime afterwards a steamer wns 
noticed coming from the west, bearing 
down upon us. She proved to be the 
Energie. and at o'clock we were safu 
on board." 

A pathetic little sequel to the tale 
of rescue is contained in the statement 
that on Saturday morning one of the 
children in the lifeboat died, and, with 
'the consent of the parents, who were 
•in the boat, the body was buried at 
sea. 

Those rescued by the Servona includ- 
ed two women and six children, and 
by the Energie, thirteen women and 
eighteen children, 

Capt. Gundell declared that his in- 
tention was to put the ship about and 
beach her, but that she went down so 
rapidly that he was unable to do so. 
die said be arranged for one of the 
'boats to hang off Rockhall in the hope 
of falling in with some steam trawlers, 
one of which was passed by the Norge 
an hour before she was wrecked. 

Copenhagen, July 4. — The company 
which owned the Norge has received a 
telegram from Stornoway saying that 
(.'apt. Gundell, of the Norge, was among 
the survivors picked up by the Energie. 

The authorities here say the Norge 
was not overcrowded and that the boats 
and other life-saving apparatus were 
all in a satisfactory condition when the 
steamer sailed. 

The flags are half-masted on all the 
ships and buildings here. 

Among the second cabin passengers 
were three Americans, Elizabeth and 
Annie Buckley, of Seattle, and Hilmu 
Fleisclunnnii. address unknown. 

One-half the passengers of the Norge 
were furnished with prepaid tickets by 
relatives in America. The names of 
those relatives have been cabled by the 
company to New York. 

Capt. Gundell, the late commander 
of tin/ Norge, was regarded as one of 
the best seamen of Denmark. 

The Denmark, a sister ship of the 
Norge, was wrecked in 18S0. There 
were no fatalities, however.

In Vancouver 



In Connection With Robbery of 
W. H. Quann on the Hast- 
ings Road. 

Aliened Robber Partly); Identified 
By Victim-Story of the 
Hold-up. 



, Charlie Johnson, who was one of the 
party with W, H. Quann, who was 
hold up aiul robbed on Saturday even- 
ing on the Hastings road at the Vancou- 
ver city limits, is In the ulty and tells 
an exciting story of the adventures. 
The money taken belonged to Quann 
Brothers & Dixon— a sporting combi- 
nation, and amounted to about S7,u00. 
Of this amount $2,300 cropped by the 
robbers in their headlong {light from 
the scene of their daring crime has 
been recovered, leaving about $5,200 in 
their possession. 

The hold-up occurred about 7 o'clock 
in the evening as the party were driv- 
ing in a hack along the dusty road with 
their earnings from the race track in 
two valises at their feet. Two masked 
men sprang out of the bushes, and the 
taller one pointed a shotgun at the driv- 
er's head, and in a loud, sharp voice 
commanded him to halt. At the same 
time a shorter man sprang to the car- 
riage side, airfl pointed a revolver at 
Mr. Quann, while the other robber 
said: "Give him that grip." The 
big, coarse limbs of the robber 
trembled and the blue veins stood out 
like whipcord on the back of the hand 
that grasped the revolver, but there 
was a dangerous gleam in the eyes that 
peered through the holes In the woolen 
mask, and Mr. Quann gritted his teeth 
and bent down and picked up the large 
valise bulging with silver change. 

Mr. Quann breathed hard and trusted 
they were satisfied, but a muffled voice 
came from the mask of the big man 
'with the gun, "Make him give you the 
other grip, too," he said. 

Mr. Quann hesitated for a moment., 
but there was no parleying with the 
revolver and the gun, and with a des- 
perate wrench lie lifted the smaller va- 
lise containing the bills and gold. 

"Now," said the big robber, covering 
the hack driver with his gun, "turn 
round and drive for all you're worth." 
The hack driver whipped round his 
horses and began to drive at a gallop 
hack towards Hastings, and the speed 
of the beasts was accelerated by the 
report of the shotgun which the robber 
fired after them. 

By this time Mr. Quann had grown 
desperate and yelled to the driver to 
stop and with Charlie Johnson 
had jumped out on the road and 
tore • along after the highway- 
men; but by this time they were a 
long way ahead. lie saw them disap- 
pear in the bush on the right hand side 
towards the water's edge. A moment 
Inter they came in sight again, crossed 
the road, disappeared into the bush 
on the left hand side and were seen no 
more. '• 

' The police were communicated with 
by 'phone and in a very short - imo 
■were on the scene. A search along the 
track taken through the thick brush by 
the robbers resulted in the recovery of 
'some of the money. The bag contain- 
ing silver was, of course, very heavy, 
much too heavy to be carried "far, ami 
Mr. Johnson believes that this portion 
of themoney taken, about .SI. 700 is 
among that recovered. The finding of 
about $800 in gold and bills is ex- 
plained in this way. It is thought that 
the robbers found the valise containing 
the gold and bills incommoded them in 
'their (light and. so opened it and 
stuffed the contents hurriedly in their 
'pockets, dropping some of the money in 
'their haste. 

' The robbers were masked in a pecu- 
liar way, wearing .sweaters tied over

McDonald and \V. II. Hogan, were ar- 
rested tonight charged with being ac- 
complices of the robbers respectively 
in the hold-up. 

Quann declared he recognizes McDon- 
ald's hand as that of the man who held 
him up, owing to the shape and the 
prominence of the veins. McDonald 
worked one of the gambling tables at 
the races. Ballyutine's woolen sweater 
wits recognized in the improvised 
masks worn by the men. Meade was 
a gambler who sat on the driver's seat 
ami first noticed the highwaymen, and 
Hogan was the man found with him 
when arrested.

Seized by the United States customs 
officials yesterday afternoon ami held 
for an alleged violation of the United 
States customs laws governing the 
carrying of passengers, the steamer City 
of Nannimo, of the 15. ec N. Railway 
Company, which took two loads of ex- 
cursionists to Port Angeled yesterday, 
is the latest victim of international dif- 
ference of opinion over maritime law. 

The United States officials who seiz- 
ed the steamer allege the City of Na- 
nnimo has been guilty of tin infraction 
of the customs laws in that she did 
not submit herself to inspection by the 
United States officials as to her quali- 
fications tf> carry passengers in Ameri- 
can waters. It is alleged that she should 
have gone from Victoria to Port 
Angeles for this inspection, and, provid- 
ing she passed the same, she could Lave 
returned t-> Victoria, taken her com- 
plement of passengers and gone to Porl 
Angeles, where there would have bfleli 
no objection whatever to her landing 
them and taking them away again. 

The City of Nannimo made two trips 
from Victoria to Port Angeles yester- 
day, on each occasion being comfortably 
filled with excursionists. It is estimat- 
ed that she took across the Strait an 
aggregate of between eight hundred and 
one thousand persons. It Mas on her 
attempt to leave on her second return 
trip to Victoria that the United States 
officials interfered and took possession 
of the vessel oil her Officers being un- 
able to show them the papers declaring 
that she had been duly inspected un- 
der the United States regulations. 

Immediately on this Information being 
telegraphed to Victoria, arrangements 
■were made for the stenmer Whatcom, 
of tho Alaska Steamship Comnnny, to 
proceed to Port Angeles and bring back 
the City of Nnnnimo's passengers. The 
Whatcom left accordingly nt 7 o'clock 
for Port Angeles to undertake this 
somewhat formidable task, as such a 
t crowd, it was estimated, would find 
It pretty hard work to get accommoda- 
tion aboard the Whatcom. 

Intense interest was taken In Victorin 
in the strange misadventure of the City 
of Nanaiiuo, especially by the friends 
of the excursionists, and anxious en- 
quiries were made at the various ship- 
ping offices until the Whatcom arrived, 

The City of Nannimo, which only re- 
cently ciinie out of the painters' and 
renovators' hands, is one of the hand- 
somest and most comfortable steamers 
on the const. Her usual run is along 
the eastern coast of Vancouver island, 
from Victorin to Comox, including Na- 
naiino and other important points. She 
has n magnificent sol of engines, which 

enable her to make high speeds. The 
vessel is valued ai considerably over 
one hundred thousand dollars.

THE C. P. B. HOTU3L 2Y-LAW. 

The proposal for 11" amended agree- 
ment with the O. p. R, in connection 
-vvith tho now hotel will t> c voted 011 
Thursday in the form of a bylaw 
■which is now before the ratepayers for 
confirmation. Nothing bow L ' ll 'i be ad- 
duced in the way of arg u ni en t in sup- 
port of tho proposal. All the details, 
and all the considerations affecting the 
public interest have heon presented by 
Mayor Barnard and in tl> e press of 
the city, We can only u rge the ex- 
treme importance of the by-law being 
passed. Whatever undercurrent of op- 
position, if any there xo&S be. lias 
not come to the surface, it is not to be 
assumed, therefore, that s „en opposition 
does exist; and the only re al danger s 
far lies in the possibility of ratepayers 
not turning out to vote, ,vlng to their 
'confidence in its success any event. 

In a letter which appears the Colo- 
nist this morning Mayor Barnard takes 
occasion to deny the ru m or about the 
new proposals having orig' n ated with 
the O. 1'. K. There is ;l tendency al- 
ways to look for hidden and ulterior 
motives in connection with su ch mat- 
ters, and the very existence of such a 
suspicion is apt to be more harmful 
than open criticism, based on some fea- 
tures of the agreement itself regard- 
ing which there have boon > 10 Ue so far 
publicly ex-pressed; T 1 1 explanations 
of Mayor Barnard effectively dispose ot 
all reasons for suspicions of C. P, B. 
influence having been exerted to bring 
about the proposed " e H- arrangement. 
The city is gaining a decided advan- 
tage over what would have enured un- 
der the terms of the old agreement, and 
no effort should be spared to make the 
majority for the by-law Us large as pos- 
sible. 

OIL AND COAL LANDS IN EAST 
KOOTENAY. 

The Colonist is accused of making 
an "attack" upon Mr. Mat'donald, the 
leader of the Opposition, in connection 
with his interview in th° Itosshtud 
Miner. We are not coii sc ious of hav- 
ing gone beyond the limits of legitimate 
criticism. The interview in question 
■was so far as language is concerned a 
very severe arraignment of the Govern- 
ment policy, ami not justified by any

and tin' most natural question 10 be 
suggested in reply is "Why?" All we 
wanted to know from 'he leader of the 
Opposition are his reasons. Those can 
be best formulated in a straightforward 
statement of what ought to have been 
done instead of what Was done. Wo 
(•an only determine the relative value 
of things by comparison. The way to 
judge of the policy decided uP°n in ref- 
erence to the lands in question is to lay 
some other definite proposition along- 
side of ii and say "that i s what I would 
have done under the circumstances." 
.That would have Seen f a j r ami honest 
and worthy of a leader, wh° was in 
earnest aboul it. We do not say that 
Mr. Macdonaid is not fajr and honest 
and in earnest; l>Ut he has given us uo 
proof of it in this matter. 

The Government was confronted with 
a set of conditions, for which as a pres- 
ent administration it is not responsible. 
There were a very largo number of ap- 
plicants. Their claims in many instances 
overlapped each other; (l iid in some 
instances covered the earth twenty 
deep. They all presumably believe in 
tho legality of their claims. Had the

under existing laws, and to have gone 
over the heads of claimants at auction 
would have been tantamount to confis- 
cation and repudiation. The Govern- 
ment announced a policy of placing 
claimants in a position in which what- 
ever rights they possessed would re- 
main unimpaired. Considerations of 
sound public policy demanded that, hut 
no more. That policy has been carried 
out. It is now "up" to the critics of 
the Government to present an unassail- 
able programme of definite detail that 
would have otherwise been just to all 
parlies concerned and at the same time 
have conserved the interests of the pub- 
lic at large. We are told that Mr. Mac- 
donaid is not hound to supply the Gov- 
ernment With :i policy. We say that 
the Government having decided irre- 
vocably upon a course there is now no 
occasion for the members of the Oppo- 
sition concealing about their persons 
any patent method, tho rights of which 
they may wish to protect from infringe- 
ment. Let them out with it, and if it 
is calculated to "revolutionize" things 
the glory will all be theirs. If the lead- 
er of the Opposition were holding 11 
brief for certain of the claimants we 
could understand his position; but as 
he is professedly speaking in the inter- 
ests of the people of the Province as a 
whole he must prove his case by n com- 
parisou of methods. 

ONE RESULT OF BOOMING. 

A few years ago British Columbia got 
a very bad name on account of the min- 
ing stock boom, which hit a great many 
persons in the East of Canada very 
badly. The curses were loud and deep, 
and their reverberations have not yet 
wholly died out. This Province, how- 
ever, has not been alone in Canada in 
the ■booming business. The Toronto 
News gives some very interesting fig- 
ures about the Dominion Coal and the 
Dominion Iron and Steel stock, In 
which fortunes for the promoters hav's 
been made and fortunes lost by tho 
public. In April, 1002, Dominion 
iCoal, common, as an S per cent stock, 
sold as high as 140%. Last week the 
same stock struck 40. The shrinkage 
on the issue has been $15,225,000. Do- 
minion Iron and Steel 7 per cent, pre- 
ferred, stood at 105 in September, 1002. 
Last week it reached 22. In August, 
two years ago. Dominion Steel, com- 
mon, was inflated to 70. For some 
time past it has bung around 7 and S. 
In April, 1002, the 5 per cent Steel 
bonds were run up to about 03. Lately, 
with rumors of the non-payment of the 
current half-year's interest on this is- 
sue, it has declined below 55. 
, The total shrinkage on all these is- 
sues, which aggregated in stock mar- 
ket valuation two years ago $50,525,- 
000, has been $30,875,000, or 74 per 
cent. Several causes have contributed 
to this, but the chief is undoubtedly 
overbooming, or in other words, skillful 
.inflation for speculative purposes. The 
Toronto .News remarks with much 
force: 

"The lesson to be drawn from tlln 
whole unfortunate business is that, 
.when men prominent in the financial 
world call upon the public to assist 
them in their corporation ventures, they 
by so doing assume an undoubted moral 
responsibility to the public. The fuel 
01* the matter is that tho sense of such 
responsibility is poorly developed in the 
case of many leading financiers." 



VERY SATISFACTORY RESULTS. 

Mr. Parkinson, shipping agent for the 
Victoria Fruit Growers' Association at 
Reginn and Moosomin, reports that Hie 
shipments of strawberries from Vic- 
toria arrived in fine condition, and that 
they were the best received in those 
markets this season. He also reports 
the demand for similar quality of fruit 
very active, and Unit orders could no! 
bo filled in their entirely. Prospects, 
he says, for the future of strawberries 
there are assured. The variet'es 
shipped were the Magoon and the Pax- 
ton. The prices realized were $2 n 
crate f. 0. b. at Victoria, or about 40 
cents a crate more than local marled 
prices. Crowd's, however, must not 
rush to the conclusion thai all berries 
shipped would be similarly successful. 
The fruit in question was picked, 
packed and graded according to com- 
mercial methods, and the varieties w 
suitable for long shipment. Success is 
wholly dependent upon the proper con- 
ditions being observed. 

It is satisfactory also to know that 
the prospects for disposing of npplos, 
plums, prunes and cherries are very 
good iu the same market, The Victoria 
Frull Growers' Association have gone 
about the shipping of fruit in a busi 
uess-like way, nnd if shipments are con- 
tinued so as to establish and maintain 
for their brands of fruit a lirst-elass 
reputation there need (lie no doubts 
aboul the future of the Industry on I 
island. We shall hear no more about 
the superiority Of Oregon fruit If the 
present standard is kept up. 



The Toronto (ilobo has a very appre- 
ciative article on the theories and life- 
work of Cpbdon, the great free trndar, 
tliu centenary of whose birth has just 
been celebrated, Our contemporary ex- 
presses its wholesale' admiration for 
free trade and its repugnance of pro- 
tection, In fact . Liberal papers in tills 
country generally adopt a somewhat 
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similar attitude. The Liberal Govern- 
ment at Ottawa also professes strong 
free trade tendencies. The, difficulty; 
however, is that while advocating the 
principles of free trade they all practice 
those of protection. 

An article from t 'lic Winnipeg Free 
1'ress has been going the rounds of 
the British Colombia papers about a 
carload of our etrii wherries having been 
sold by auction ill Winnipeg, ill which 
very eoinpiiliieiitury reference is made 
to the character of the berries and all 
the rest ot" it. \V*e do not suppose that 
any person will object to the free ad- 
vertising thus obtained; but as a matter 
of fact there never baa been a carload 
of strawberries hi o»e lot shipped out 
of the Province. We have not yet 
reached the oaH?t .stage.

SPORTING NEWS. 



YACHTING. 

"A wet sheet and a flowing sen, 
And n wind that follows fast." 

— Allan Cunningham. 

Yesterday afternoon was Ideal for yacht- 
ing, A spanking breeze blew from the 
west, just enough to bring the whltecapa up 
on the course; a deep blue shy smiled over- 
head, and there was enough sun to deepen 
the tan on the cheeks of the gallant yachts- 
men. It was a day to bring out the best 
qualities of racing craft, and test seaman- 
ship. 

The start off Victoria harbor looked 
very pretty with its ileet of white-winged 
craft manoeuvring while wailing for the 
starting gun. The British jack or the 
American ensign fluttered from the peaks 
of many yachts, and the club burgees from 
the trucks. The new steamer Dominion 
carried a large party of ladles and gentle 
men guests of the Victoria Yacht Club, 
and they obtained an excellent view of 
the course at all stages of the race. The 
lumpy condition of the sea, unfortunately, 
disagreed with tome of the ladles, who had 
to be put ashore at the Chemical Works. 
Those who brav ly remained with the Do- 
.inlulou thoroughly enjoyed themselves, and 
saw the races to great advantage. 

The course was the same as that follow- 
ed in Saturday's races, the western buoy 
being off the Albert Head beach, a yellow 
flag on n yellow barrel. The wind blew 
steadily all afternoon from one quarter, 
the southwest, which enabled the yachts- 
men to do some Interesting work in reach- 
ing up for the buoy. The ynchts on the 
outward leg had the wind over the port 
forward quarter, but to avoid this beat up, 
many sailed farther off the wind and then 
made a sharp angle south from Esquimalt 
harbor or the lagoon, thus securing an 
easier run to the buoy. 

The races started promptly at 2 o'clock, 
and were finished before C o'clock, thanks 
to the good wind. One of the mishaps of 
the day's racing was the parting of a jib 
guy on the Dlone, just as she was making 
u splendid run out to the buoy, with the 
race well In hand. She was helpless until 
the guy was repaired, and by. that time 
had lost her advantage too far to hope to 
regain a place In the finish. 

The American ynchts, as usual, made a 
grand showing, their sailing qualities fill- 
ing all beholders with admiration. The 
seamaullke manner in which they were 
handled, too, deserved all praise. 

It was a great pity that, through an er- 
ror of judgment or for want of a powerful 
marine glass to pick up the Albert Head 
turning buoy, which had shifted position 
to quite a serious extent, the Seattle yacht 
Linda, of Class A, should have lost the 
lead she had over Lavlta. The Linda, on 
the last round, stood straight for the en- 
trance of the lagoon, followed by Lavlta, 
perhaps quarter of a mile astern. The 
Linda came about on the port tack head- 
ed south for the buoy too soon. She kept 
her course thus while the Lavlta held 
straight on for the lagoon a much greater 
distance In toward that shore than Linda 
Ijad gone. When Lavlta came round for 
the buoy it" could be seen that she had 
gained a long stride forward in the race. 
Linda soon realized that an error of judg- 
ment had been committed, and once more 
took the western tack for a beat nearer 
the lagoon shore. This, and the subse- 
quent put about to port to make the buoy, 
and also her greater slowness in getting 
round the buoy, as compared with Lavlta's 
quick turn on the heel clean around the 
Hag, losing not n second, effectually short- 
ened the gap between the two. On the 
home run Lavlta set her topsail, and Linda 
tried to break out a spinnaker, but un- 
successfully, with everything drawing 
taut Lavlta steadily overhauled Linda, ami 
at the finish was only thirty seconds be- 
hind, thus beating Linda easily on the 
time allowance. 

To show that the Lavlta had made good 
use of her advantage anil was traveling 
splendidly In a wind that suited bcr sail- 
ing master admirably, the times at turn- 
ing the Albert Head buoy on the second 
and last round of the race may be In- 
stanced. The Linda rounded at 17 min- 
utes past -1 o'clock, (he Lavlta at IS 1-1 
past •'• As already stated, the Lavlta to.de 
the buoy to perfeetU lescrlbing an al- 
most exact parabola. The operation of 
setting her gaff topsail was performed In 
yachtsmanlike style, (he still going up 
without any Jamming at the jaws of the 
gaff, in spite oJ tli" half gale, its assist- 
once In the propulsion of the craft was 
most marked. Had the Linda been able 
to spread her spinnaker with equal celetftty 
sin' might have maintained her lead: as It 
was, the unset spinnaker flapping in tin 1 
wind proved a distraction and n hindrance 
for a considerable time. Gwonol made a 
grand run for home, and crossed the line 
second. 

Wldcaw&ke of "B" class made' a pretty 
race of It, and was skllfullv handled all 
the way over the course. She took the 
buov well, losing little tl In the oper- 
ation. She was not pressed by the other 
boats In her class, Ariadne ami Madeleine. 

The "A" class boats had to make the 



round of the course twice, and did it In 
excellent time. In the wind blowing there 
was every chance to do anything required 
in manoeuvring the yachts. Some of the 
smaller yachts, which made so good a 
showing in the light winds on Saturday, 
found yesterday's breeze too vigorous for 
anything like good work, even with close- 
roofed canvas. The 'Impress of Seattle, 
which won In her elajs on Saturday, was 
handicapped somewhat severely by the 
strength of the wind, which caused her 
to careen too much for quick sailing. 

Tlie results of the racing In the various 
classes are as follows: 

"A" class— First, Lavlta, Seattle, Capt. 
Newman; second, Gwenol, Victoria, Capt. 
Cuppuge. The Lavlta won by about three 
minutes. Sue was only thirty seconds be- 
hind Linda. 

"I!" class — First, Wideawake, Vancou- 
ver, Capt. Hodgson; second, Madeleine 
Seattle, Capt. Griffith. 

"C" class— First, Marietta, Victoria 
Capt. French; second, Whltccap, Victoria, 
Capt. Lawrie. 

The Wideawake, In winning In her class, 
takes the Key City trophy, which the 
Ariadne has won twice In succession and 
hoped to make her own on this occasion 
Unfortunately, the Ariadne was In very 
bad luck yesterday, for in the very first 
leg she carried away her topmast with its 
stays, losing thirty-five minutes. This 
was, however, made up in a very gallant 
manner; but misfortune dogged the swift 
yacht from BcIHnghdm, for subsequently 
her jib carried away in a fierce gust, thus 
losing her the chance of beating Wide- 
awake, i. I 
The start of the "A" class boats was 
a picture. Nothing finer has ever been 
seen ut any regatta on the Northwest 
coast. Lavlta crossed the line first, with 
Gwendoline second, and Linda wlth her 
bowsprit practically overlapping Gwendo- 
line's stern, and Gwenol close on the heels 
of Gwendoline. The start was well used 
by all the skippers, In trying for the 
weather guage. The start in the other 
classes was hardly so classic, but very 
pretty, Ariadne, In "B" class, crossing 
two seconds after gun fire. 

At the annual general meeting of the 
Northwest International Yacht Racing As- 
sociation, held last evening in the Victoria 
Yacht Club premises, the following offi- 
cers were elected for the ensuing year: 

President, William Hodgson, Vancou- 
ver; vice-president, F. S. Stlmson, Seattle;

Prom the Nelson Dally News just lo 
hand the exact -text of the Judgment de- 
livered at Nelson by Sir. Justice Martin In 
the suits against the Crow's Nest Pass 
Coal Company, is available. It Is as fol- 
lows: 

Daring the consolidated trial of these 
live test actions evidence was given In 
support of two charges of negligence, viz.: 

1. The use of a bonneted l.'liinuy lamp, 
which It was contended was defective, and 
not a "locked safety lamp,' 
meaning of the act; and 

2. The accumulation of dust to n dan- 
gerous extent. 

In regard to the first it Is sufficient to 
say that It was clearly established that 
the type of lamp so used, while not perfect 
(which, indeed, no safety lamp In reality 
Is), yet Is In very general use, and reason- 
ably fulfils the statutory requirements. 
Tliis was, in fact, practically conceded on 
the argument. 

la support of the second charge mo plain- 
tiff advances the theory that tlie explosion 
was essentially one of coal dust; while In 
answer to that tlie defendant company 
maintains that It was a gas explosion sub- 
stantially and essentially, though admit- 
ting that, as in every explosion in a mine 
of this nature, dust may have participated 
in it to ail Immaterial and uuilscertaluable 
extent. 

In Bupport of these conflicting theories 
a great body of evidence was adduced in n 
trial lasting more than three consecutive 
weeks, and even if it were desirable for 
to do so when discharging thi functions of 
ii jury on pun' questions of fact (and I do 
nut think It Isi it would lie almost an Im- 
possibility to attempt to review In detail 
.ill the evidence which I have listened to 
and weighed iu a trial of such duration 
and complexity of fact, though not of is- 
sue. Dealing with such explosions as this, 
it Is manifest that there Is much that 
must remain a mystery, for no witness! has 
nough to claim to thoroughly
